EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 3 and 4 have been cancelled because this application is in condition for allowance 
except for the presence of claims 3 and 4 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach a rubber crawler track wherein the distance "r" between the ends of the horizontal 
protrusions in the crawler circumferential direction and adjacent metal cores is expressed as Ar < 
r < 2Ar when the rubber crawler track is horizontal, wherein Ar = 2n h/n, wherein "h" is the 
distance from the layer of steel cords to portions of the horizontal protrusions that contact one 
another when the crawler track is wound around a sprocket, and "n" is the number of teeth of the 
sprocket for engaging the rubber crawler track. Moreover, it would not have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to have optimized the spacing of the ends of the horizontal 
protrusions according to the aforementioned relationship because "h" has not been recognized as 
a result-effective variable in the art for determining the optimum spacing of the ends of the 
horizontal protrusions.
